INDUSTRIALLY, UNITED STATES ENTERS 1926 WITH NOST PROMISING CONDITION IN DECADE, SAYS MANUFACTURERS*ASSOCIATION CHIEFTAIN

The survey was made with 
the oc-operution of the Associated 
General Contractors and the No­ 
tional Council of Building Trade 
Employers. 
The situation at the end of this 
year was thus summarised: 
Fifty-two cities and five districts 
reported the outlook for another 
big building year. 
Bight cities predicted new high 
building record daring the next 
twelve months. 


Thirteen cities and two districts 
reported definitely the possibility 
of slump construction. 
Thirty-one cities are temporar­ 
ily caught 
up 
with 
apartment 
house and home building require­ 
ments. 
Twenty-two citlea reported im­ 
portant industrial and commercial 
building programs. 
Three cities have shortage in 
housing facilities. 
Ten reported deficit in publlo 
and industrial buildings. 
Few of the larger cities expect 
any material decline in building 
activities, according to the Miller 
survey. 
New 
York, 
Chicago, 
Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, St. Louis, 
Los Angeles, Detroit and other 
large citlea expect another big con­ 
struction year, equalling lf not ex­ 


ceeding the 1925 volume. 
Cincin­ 
nati, Kansas City and Minneapol­ 
is were the largest of the small 
number 
of cities 
expecting 
a 
slump, few of which anticipated 
any serious depression. 
Practically all of the larger cit­ 
ies such as Cleveland, Detroit, Los 
Angeles, 
Cincinnati, 
Baltimore, 
Boston, St. Louis, have caught up, 
temporarily at least, on apart­ 
ment house and home accommoda­ 
tions. 
Only three cities, Tampa 
and Miami, Fla., and Salt Lake 
City, Utah, reported any material 
housing shortage. 
More than a score of cities re­ 
ported that they were underlaid 
ing huge normal building programs 
In an effort to keep pace with 
their rapid growth.

Today is Good Luck Day in East Liverpool’s Christmas 
health seal campaign. 
Club women and high school girls, seeking to attain the 
$2,200 goal in the 1925 fight against tuberculosis, are mingling 
among pedestrians, appealing to them to purchase one seal and 
pay any amount they desire. In other words, as Mrs. Louis Stein- 
feld, chairman of the health committee of the City Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, points out, today’s sale is a “thank offering’’ in 
the warfare against the white plague. 
“Think you are lucky to be the purchaser instead of the 
patient,” is the slogan in the one-day canvass which is expected to 
close the campaign which has as its main object, in addition to 
providing means of sanatorium treatment for tuberculosis suffer­ 
ers, the employment of a public health nurse in East Liverpool. 
With approximately $274 needed to raise the $2,200 quota 
fixed for the city—a per capita of IO cents—Good Luck Day work­ 
ers on the streets, in theaters, business houses and the postoffice 
lobby are busy. 
If you have not purchased health seals, do so today.

Numerous dtoemlmeats are planned 
for it in the senate, and the most san­ 
guine supporters do not expect it lo 
emerge 
la 
final form 
until 
early 
March. 
It will be the aim. however, 
to get it through by March 16, the 
date on which returns are due for 
T926 Incomes. 
, 
Only 25 votes were cast against the 
bill in the house, as against the over­ 
whelming total of 390 in its favor. 
The opposition was furnished by the 
Republican insurgents and a handful 
of Democrats, all of whom contended 
that it was a “rich man's tax bill” and 
did not give the "little fellow” a pro­ 
portionate cut. 
"Under this bill,” said Representa­ 
tive Rainey (D.) of Illinois, “only 214 
taxpayers benefit by about 160.000,000, 
whereas 2,300,000 taxpayers are bene­ 
fited about $10 apiece. 
Is that a fair 
tax hill?" 
Rainey referred to the 60 per cent 
cut in the surtaxes on big incomes. 
In the senate the bill goes to tho 
finance committee where the D em o­ 
crats plan numerous changes in its 
present provisions.

light focused upon the tree is, how­ 
ever, the safest method of all, and 
gives a highly pleasing effect. 
“Smokers should exercise great care 
with their matches and smoking ma­ 
terials while near trees and decora­ 
tions. Keep matches out of the reach 
of small children. 
Avoid Cotton Whiskers. 
“Toys requiring alcohol, gasoline or 
kerosene should be avoided, as should 
the flimsy toy motion-picture machines 
using inflammable films. 
“Cheap electrical playthings should 
be forbidden, as they are often defec­ 
tively wired and have insecure, dan­ 
gerous 
connections. 
Such electrical 
apparatus may cause serious 
bums 
and fires. 
“If it is felt that Santa Claus must 
be present at the celebration, the im­ 
personator should avoid 
long cotton 
whiskers, and should keep away from 


open lights and fires. As an addition­ 
al precaution, the costume used should 
be made partially fireproof by spray­ 
ing upon it a solution of water glass 
obtainable at any drug store.

“If any one’s clothing does 
fire, the victim should' be promptly

MYTH, SCIENCE HOLDS 


Noted Geologist of Vienna Discredlta 
Theories of Sunken Continent 
In Western 8eas. 


Honolulu.— 1“Lemurlnl,” 
“Mu,” and 
all the other hypothetical vast land 
arena forming “lost” Pacific continents, 
like the lost Atlantis of ancient Euro­ 
pean Imagination, receive no credence 
on the part of I»r. Francis Xavier 
8 cbairer, noted geologist of Vienna, 
now traveling in th® Pacific aren and 
the Orient. Doctor Schaffer Is hacked 
up in his opinions also by the scien­ 
tists at the Bernice I’. Bishop museum 
of Honolulu. 
Though no land areas of continental 
size ever existed In the Pacific, Doc­ 
tor Schaffer believed, there are regions 
or movable zones where emergence and 
submergence are constantly in prog­ 
ress. 
“Such s line,” he said, “goes all 
around the Puciflc and connects the 
Antarctic continent with the continents 
of the southern hemisphere. It Is easy, 
too, to see that the northern continents 
may more than once have been con­ 
nected by way of the Bering strait and 
by the rising of the relatively shallow 
sea bottom between Greenland and Eu­ 
rope. 
Dr. Herbert E. Gregory, director of 
the Bishop museum, disagrees with the 
theory advanced by Dr. J. Macmillan 
Brown, chancellor of the University of 
New Zealand, who claims that the Pa­ 
cific islands are the remnants of a 
once great empire that collapsed Into 
the ocean In a series of cataclysms. 
“Geological evidence,” said Doctor 
Gregory, “gives no proof that there ever 
was a large area of land In the central 
Pacific. No rock has been (bund which 
could be considered part of an old con­ 
tinent. 
The only way that geologists 
will ever he able to make a real test 
of these theories will be by an ex­ 
tensive system of borings which must 
extend through the coral and the com­ 
paratively new levels of the Islands, 
and also by a carefully planned sound­ 
ing of the Pacific ocean.” 
“The lost-continent theory cannot be 
substantiated by botanical discoveries,” 
said Dr. Forest B. H. Brown, botanist 
of the Bishop museum. 
“In the Ha­ 
waiian Islands, for Instance, over 80 
per cent of the plants with net-veined 
leaves occur nowhere else In the world. 
Had Hawaii been a part of a conti­ 
nent of which the other Pacific Islands 
were also parts, one would expect more 
plants In common to ail.”

The headline: “Perfume, Smoke and Public Schools,” may 
inspire the hasty reader to exclaim, "Oh, these terrible young 
people!

The editorial commented on the already 
much-heralded fact that this country spends almost twice as much 
on tobacco as on public school instruction and that the cost of cos­ 
metics, perfumes and soft drinks also far exceed the expenditure 
for education. 
It seems to be generally conceded that Something is slightly 
amiss with our educational system and th at the children them- 
eelves are furnishing some difficult problems. 
Perhaps part of the trouble lies in the disproportionate ex­ 
penditures for passing things and for education. 
And part may 
lie in the adult state of mind which resents increasing the school 
expenditure.

"Such a line,’’ he said, "goes all 
around the Pacific and connects the 
Antarctic continent with the continents 
of the southern hemisphere. It Is easy, 
too, to see that the northern continents 
may more than once have been con­ 
nected by way of the Bering strait and 
by the rising of the relatively shallow 
sea bottom between Greenland and Eu­ 
rope. 
Dr. Herbert E. Gregory, director of 
the Bishop museum, disagree» with the 
theory advanced by Dr. J. Macmillan 
Brown, chancellor of the University of 
New Zealand, who claims that the Pa­ 
cific Islands are the remuants of a 
once great empire that collapsed Into 
the ocean in a series of cataclysms. 
"Geological evidence," said Doctor 
Gregory, "gives no proof that there ever 
was a large area of land In the central 
Pacific. No rock hat been found which 
could be considered part of an old con­ 
tinent. 
The only wuy that geologists 
will ever be able to make a real test 
of these theories will be by an ex­ 
tensive system of borings which must 
extend through the corul and the com­ 
paratively new levels of the islands, 
and also by a carefully planned sound­ 
ing of the Pacific ocean.” 
"The lost-continent theory cannot be 
substantiated by botanical discoveries,1 
said Dr. Forest B. H. Brown, botanist 
of the Bishop museum, 
"hi the Ila 
wallan Islands, for Instance, over 80 
per cent of the plants with net-ve!ned 
leaves occur nowhere else In the world. 
Had Hawaii been a part of a conti­ 
nent of which the other Pacific Islands 
were also parts, one would expect more 
plants In common to all.”
